Although  fraternities  and 
soroities  play  a  large  role  on 
the  Westminster  college 
cannpus,  many  students 
prefer  to  remain 
independent.  The  reasons  for 
remaining  independent  vary 
with  each  individual,  but 
many  seem  to  have  similar 
ideas.  Jason  Jordan  said  the 
reason  he  is  not  in  a 
fraternity  is,  "I  saw  no  point 
in  coming  to  a  liberal  arts 
college  which  emphasizes 
the  individual  and  joining  a 
social/fraternal  organization. 

Although  fraternities  and 
sororities  have  long  been 
known  as  a  source  of  social 
activities,  they  do  not  have 
as  much  control  on  campus 
as  they  used  to.  According 
to  Eric  Rohr,  "The  greatest 
benefit  of  the  Greek  system 
is  the  social  aspect,  but  as 
far  as  the  system  running  the 
college,  I  don't  think  that's 
true  at  all."

Some  Independents  also

When  asked 
why  she  was  independent, 
senior  Ellen  Deem  summed 
up  the  feelings  of  most 
Independents  interviewed; 
"Cost  was  one  thing,  plus  I 
would  rather  put  myself  into 
Westminster  before  a 
sorority." 

In  addition  to  academics, 
independents  spend  a  great 
deal  of  their  time  being 
involved  in  other  activities, 
such  as  sports.

Westminster  College  is  priviledged  to 
have  in  its  possession  some  very 
interesting  objects.  Which  are  availabe 
to  students  and  faculty  if  they  wish  to 
study  them.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  the 
collection  came  from  the  Far  East, 
China,  and  Japan.  The  rest  of  the 
collection  originated  in  Egypt.  Almost 
all  of  the  artifacts  have  beeen  donated 
or  purchased  from  alumni  who  served 
as  missionaries  abroad.  Who  acquired 
them  usually  during  some  sort  of  field 
work.  In  addition  to  these  foreign 
collections,  there  is  also  a  local 
arrowhead  collection. 

Many  of  the  artifacts  have  been 
photographed  and  all  have  been 
catalogued,  due  mainly  to  the  concern 
of  former  Westminster  student,  Susan 
Grandy.  Grandy's  most  noted 
accomplishment  was  the  restoration  of 
the  mummy,  Pest  Ma  Rhere,  which  is 
now  housed  in  an  airtight  case  in  Hoyt 
Science  library.  Grandy  took  it  upon

herself  to  see  that  the  mummy  got  a 
proper  resting  place  at  Westminster. 
She  led  fund  raisers  in  order  to  finance 
the  restoration  and  a  new  case  to 
house  the  mummy,  quite  a  feat  for  an 
undergraduate  student. 

The  mummy  was  donated  to  the 
college  in  1885  by  the  Reverend  John 
Giffin,  an  1871  Westminster  graduate. 
Giffin  was  serving  as  a  missionary  in 
Egypt  when  he  sent  the  mummy  to 
Westminster.  It  has  been  reported  that 
the  mummy  arrived  in  New  Wilmington 
in  a  box  labeled  "sardines".  The 
mummy  was  then  placed  in  a  crude 
display  case  and  for  the  next  one 
hundred  years  received  little  attention, 
except  for  some  vandals.  In  1983  Miss 
Grandy  stumbled  upon  the  mummy's 
existance  and  then  began  her  vigil. 
Fortunately  for  Westminster,  Susan 
Frandy  took  the  iniative  to  save  the 
mummy  who  now  has  a  safe  home  in 
Hoyt  Science  Center. 
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Making  A 
Fresh  Start 


They  arrived  loaded 
down  with  suitcases, 
garment  bags,  boxes, 
refigerators,  crates,  and 
televisions;  in  other 
words,  the  bare 
esentials  needed  to 
sustain  college  life.  The 
Fresh  Start  Orientation 
Committee  and  the 
Lambda  Sigmas  greeted 
them,  helped  them 
unpack,  and  shooed 
their  parents  away.

The  Staff 
made  it  their  duty  to 
ensure  that  everyone  fit 
in  and  felt  welcome. 
The  high  point  of  the 
day  was  "Playfair,"  a 
truly  unforgetable 


experience  and  the 
ultimate  in  icebreakers. 
The  best  description  of 
"Playfair"  was  given  by 
an  anonymous 
freshman,  "I  just  don't 
know  how  to  explain 
it." 

The  second  day  of 
orientation  began  early 
with  an  academic 
meeting  followed  by  a 
meeting  of  the  various 
departments.  Another 
exciting  moment  of  the 
day  was  I.D.  cards.  The 
tension  mounted  as 
everyone  waited  to  see 
how  badly  their  photo 
would  turn  out.  The  day 
came  to  a  close  with 
the  showing  of 
"Ruthless  People"  in 
the  ampitheater. 

Day  three  was  kicked 
off  by  a  seminar  on 
drugs  and  alcohol.  The 
main  event  was  "Games 
People  Play;"  a  time  to 
laugh,  a  time  to  meet 
new  people,  but  also  a 
time  to  exhibit  the  fine 
art  of  team  work.

On  Sunday,  day  four, 
some  students  attended 
"Beginning  '88,"  a 
seminar  on  becoming 
involved  with  Christian 
ministries  on  campus. 
Many  students  then 
attended  church. 
Faculty  and 
administrators  hosted 
cookout  group  at  their 
homes  in  the  afternoon, 
and  "Late  Night  at 
Westminster,"  the 


annual  staff  talent  show, 
was  the  entertainment 
for  the  evening. 

The  last  day  of 
orientation  began  with 
institutional  testing, 
academic  workshops, 
and  the  class  picture.  A 
picnic  was  held  in  Duff 
Dining  Hall  in  the 
afternoon  and  was 
described  by  freshman 
Rob  McCalmont  as 
being  "just  average." 
The  day  ended  with  Fall 
Term  1988  Opening  and 
Honors  Convocation.

Let's  End  the  War  in  Nicaragua 
by  Dr.  Nancy  B.  Mandlove 


The  shooting  lessened  a  little  as  the 
boat  moved  slowly  out  of  range.  People 

[began  crawling  and  squeezing  to  get 
inside  to  better  cover.  Some  went  down 
the  stairs  to  the  lower  deck,  thinking, 
as  I  did  ,  that  it  would  be  safer,  I 
couldn't  make  it  to  the  stairs,  so  I 
crawled  on  my  stomach  and  elbows 

I  into  the  cabin  area  of  the  upper  deck, 
I  dragged  myself  on  top  of  a  man, 

Ibut  realized  he  had  been  shot  and 

Ithere  was  blood  all  over  the  doorway, 
him  and  me  --  not  just  blood,  but  flesh, 

didn't  want  to  hurt  him  more  so  I 
moved  under  a  bench  where  there  was 
already  another  man,  I  asked  him  if  he 
was  hurt  and  he  said  no.  We  laid  there 
for  maybe  10  or  15  minutes  after  the 
shooting  stopped. 

The  casualties  on  the  top  deck  were 
not  as  bad  as  those  below  —  where  we 
had  all  thought  it  was  safer.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  ladder  a  man  was  dead, 
his  wife  sobbing  by  his  body  There 
were  body  parts  and  blood  everywhere, 
A  little  girl  with  a  bullet  through  the 
back  of  her  neck,  a  woman  who  had 
exploded  form  the  inside  out  from  the 
concussion  of  a  mortar  that  hit  the  wall 
next  to  her.  In  all  -  two  were  dead  and 
27  wounded.  Both  of  the  dead  and  all 
but  2  or  3  of  the  wounded  were 
civilians. 

It  took  two  more  hours  before  the 
dead  and  wounded  could  be  taken  off 
the  boat.  During  that  time  we  took 
turns  holding  those  who  had  lost 
relatives,  giving  water  to  the  wounded 
and  trying  to  fan  some  air  on  those 
lying  on  the  floor  as  the  heat  and  the 
smell  became  increasingly  oppressive. 

I  went  to  Nicaragua  for  academic, 
political  and  personal  reasons.  I  felt  I 
needed  to  have  first-hand  knowledge  of 
an  area  that  is  important  to  my 
teaching, 

I  was  interested  in  learning  about  the 


changes  that  have  taken  place  since 
1979  and  I  wanted  to  see  for  myself 
what  the  successes  and  failures  of  the 
revolution  have  been.  I  also  went  as 
gesture  of  solidarity  with  the 
Nicaraguan  people  in  the  face  of 
contunued  military  aggression  and 
economic  oppression  on  the  part  of  our 
government. 

I  learned  a  great  deal  in  the  week 
before  the  attack.  What  I  saw  was  a 
country  and  a  people  struggling  against 
overwhelming  odds  to  build  a  new 
society  and  to  be  truly  independent  --  a 
country  in  ruins  form  the  earthquake, 
15  years  of  war  and  economic  collapse 
and  dedication  on  the  part  of  people  in 
many  sectors  of  society  to  fulfilling  the 
promise  of  the  revolution. 

But  what  I  learned  lying  face  down 
on  the  floor  of  that  boat  is  beyond 
politics,  beyond  differences  of  race, 
class  and  culture.  I  learned  what  it  feels 
like  to  be  the  victim  of  terror  and 
violence  --  completely  helpless  before 
they  happened  to  me,  but  because 
they  happen  to  the  people  of 
Nicaragua,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala  and 
many  other  places  every  day. 

I  chose  to  go  to  Nicaragua  and  I  was 
fortunate  to  survive  the  attack  without 
harm.  At  the  end  of  the  two  weeks,  I 
could  also  choose  to  leave.  The  people 
who  must  travel  that  river,  farmers, 
teachers,  doctors,  peasants  --  all  must 
live  in  constant  fear  and  in  danger  for 
their  lives. 

They  cannot  choose  to  leave.  They 
can  only  try  to  survive,  and  we  must 
help  them.  The  war  cannot  be  won  in 
Nicaragua  It  has  to  be  won  in  the 
United  States. 

While  visiting  Nicaragua  this  summer, 
I  was  a  passenger  on  a  boat  that  was 
attacked  by  the  Contras.  By  recounting 
my  experience,  I  hope  to  convey  as 
powerfully  as  I  can  what  is  happening 


to  the  Nicaraguan  people  every  day  of 
their  lives  and  to  ask  the  American 
people  to  do  everything  in  their  power 
to  help  stop  this  brutal  murder  of 
innocent  men,  women  and  childien 
which  is  supported  and  financed  by  our 
own  government. 

Our  boat  was  returning  to  Managua 
from  Bluefields,  a  remote  town  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  when  the  attack 
occurred.  It  was  a  beautiful  day,  and 
many  people  were  gathered  on  the  top 
deck,  talking  and  playing  with  the  many 
children  on  board,  when  I  heard  the 
initial  gunshots.  I  guess  at  first  I 
couldn't  really  believe  what  was 
happening.  I  thought  momentarily  that 
the  army  and  Contras  were  firing  at 
each  other  across  the  river.  I  saw 
people  diving  from  the  rail  to  the 
covered  area  at  the  back  of  the  boat. 

By  the  time  I  hit  the  floor  it  was  too 
crowded  to  fit  and  I  was  afraid  to  throw 
myself  on  top  of  the  pile  of  bodies  for 
fear  of  being  too  exposed.  I  pushed 
and  wedged  myself  under  the  cover, 
but  couldn't  get  away  from  the  open 
passageway  to  the  outer  deck. 

My  back  streched  directly  across  the 
opening,  and  as  the  gunfire  increased, 
first  automatic  rifles  and  later  the 
heavier  machine  gun  fire,  I  was  certain 
it  would  come  through  that  gap.  I  kept 
squeezing  to  get  in  farther,  but  couldn't 
and  spent  the  whole  time  huddled 
against  the  man  next  to  me  -  holding 
as  tightly  as  I  could  to  the  belt  of  his 
pants.  I'm  not  sure  why  --  for  security, 
comfort,  to  keep  from  shaking.  As  the 
boat  came  closer  in  range,  the  tiring 
was  more  furious  -  like  a  violent 
hailstrom. 

A  group  of  people,  including  my 
roommate  for  the  trip,  was  still  out  on 
the  open  deck  and  suddenly  made  a 
dash  to  get  under  cover.  As  they  threw 
themselves  three  and  four  deep  onto 


the  floor,  1  recognized  my  roommate 
and  grabbed  her  foot  to  try  to  throw 
her  farther  inside. 

I  think  I  hoped  someone  would  stay 
on  top  of  me,  but  no  one  did.  I  seemed 
to  go  on  forever  -  getting  louder  all  the 
time. 

It  is  not  possible  to  describe  the 
terror  we  felt  --  the  noise,  the  smell  of 
sulphur,  the  hot  shell  casings  falling  on 
us,  soldiers  walking  and  jumping  over 
us  to  get  across  the  boat.  One  young 
soldier,  like  the  others  -  maybe  16 
years  old,  stepped  on  me  and  jumped 
on  a  bench  with  his  back  to  the  cabin 
wall.  He  had  the  same  look  of  terror  on 
his  face  as  the  passengers  -  like  he 
might  scream  or  cry  --  but  them  he 
seemed  to  take  a  deep  breath  and 
began  firing  as  fast  as  he  could  over 
the  top  of  us. 

Twice  I  heard  the  soldiers  on  the  roof 
cheering  and  thought,  hoped,  it  was 
because  the  Contras  were  leaving  or 
giving  up,  but  each  time  it  started  again 
and  was  worse.  When  the  first  mortar 
shell  hit  the  boat  I  began  shaking 
uncontrollably.  The  reverberations 
passed  through  the  metal  floor  of  the 
boat  and  into  our  bodies. 

The  sound  alone  was  so  painful  that 
it  was  hard  to  tell  whether  you  had 
been  hit  or  not.  At  the  same  time,  there 
was  the  sound  of  bullets  ripping 
through  the  boat,  bouncing  off  the 
metal  and  the  banches,  and  the  dull 
thud  of  bullets  as  they  hit  people  and 
luggage.  The  long  whistle  preceding  the 
second  mortar  increased  the  terror  as 
we  laid  waiting  for  the  inevitable 
explosion,  wondering  where  it  would 
land,  if  the  boat  would  sink,  be 
disabled  or  if  we  would  simply  be 
blown  to  pieces.

Scrawl,  Westminster's 
Literary  Magazine,  celebrated 
its  fifteth  anniversary  during  the 
1988-1989  school  year. 

Scrawl  was  founded  in  1939 
by  the  Scroll  Club,  a  fornner 
English  club  at  Westminster. 
The  name  Scrawl  was 
submitted  by  Geraldine  Busch, 
then  a  junior,  and  accepted  by 
the  Scroll  Club  because  they 
felt  it  contained,  "  a  great  deal 
of  the  vigor  and  carefreeness  of 
the  modern  college." 

The  first  few  issues  of  Scrawl 
were  experimental.  They 
contained  prose,  poetry, 
criticism,  essays,  histories,  and 
student  opinions,  all  of  which 
covered  a  variety  of  topics. 
Over  the  years,  however, 

Lisa  Tysen's  design  was  used  as  ttie 
cover  for  the  awarding  winning  issue  of 
the  1988  Scrawl. 


Scrawl  evolved  into  a  purely 
creative  magazine  featuring  the 
prose,  poetry,  and  artwork  of 
the  Westminster  College 
community. 

Last  year  Scrawl  was 
honored  by  the  American 
Scholastic  Press  Association. 
The  1987-1988  issue  of  Scrawl 
won  first  place  with  special 
merit  and  best  overall 
photography  in  its  division  in 
the  ASPA  competition  by 
scoring  935  out  of  a  possible 
1000  points. 

In  honor  of  Scrawl's  fifteth 
anniversary,  the  editors  put  out 
two  issues,  an  anniversary  and 
a  regular  creative  issue,  for 
1988-1989.  The  anniversary 
issue  is  made  up  of  poems 
taken  from  1939  to  the  present, 
and  selected  short  stories.  The 
regular  creative  issue  features  a 
special  faculty  section.
